Dear Sir: 

On the 19 th inst [?] I sent by Adams Express Company as directed by you: 

Silver (Canada coin) Face value $117.25 which weighted Avoirdupois 51b 12 34 oz. 
Mutilated Silver coin (face value $6.71) weighing in all 5 % / 6 „ 2 X 
In other words - Avoirdupois 98 X oz 

Rec.d this day by Express Silver dollars & small coins 85 oz avoirdupois 
Loss - 13 X ounces 

I cannot understand how there should be as much as 13 oz avoirdupois loss in 
such a small lot of silver. On a former occasion when I sent $28 of Canada Silver 
through the Harrisburg Nat. Bank to the Mint, the charges were less than a 
dollar, netting me a little over $27.00. In the present instance I weighed what I 
sent, and what was returned and the loss in weight is as above stated 13 X 
ounces. Would be greatly obliged for an explanation.
